The blow and blaster of the Bepnbli- 

cans didn't count at the polls, and the 
Democrats are atill on top in Kentucky. 
And Jadglac by the vote tbronghout the 
State yesterday tbay will Stiy tbara for 
years to come. 

The Oourier-Journsl's dispatches are to 
the effect that the party made almost a 
clean sweep. Counties that usually go 
Republican, were carried by the Demo- 
crats, and the Democratic oonntias in- 
erasssd their majoritiee. 

The State Central Committee estimate 
Sharp's miijority for Trassarar at 36,000 
or 40,000, but It may not raaeb thooa 
figures. 

In Fleming Barns, Democrat, waa 
aleeted ftaprssantattra by about 175 ma- 
jority. Greenup County, iiBiially Re- 
publican, went Democratic. Sharp's ma- 
jority in Boyd ia 203, a big gain. Oolson 
carried Lewis by about 400. Sharp got 
the usnal majority in Nicholas. 

In this city and county the election 
was one oL the qaiet^^Ht on record. 

There was no organized opposition to 
the local Democratic nominees, and but 
little interest on either side. As a con- 
sequence, the vote was Terr llieht. In 
the c^niitv, fully 1,000 Democrrtts and 
about 1,100 Hepublicana remained at 
home. Here In M aysrille, the polls were 
ahnoHt deserted much of the time, ex- 
cept in precinct No. 2, where a little ex- 
eitement was worked op over the fight 
for Constable.

polled for A. A. Wadsworth and 2 for M. 
0. Hutchins, for Senator. In Dover 13 
were ware polled for Hntehlna, and in 
Oran^ebnrg 88. There were 77 votes caat 
in Orangeburg for George W. Adair for 
Representatifa. 

There waa BO oppoaition to Mr. Poynts 
in Lewla to amount to anything, and he 
will repf^Dt the diatriet in the nazt 
Senate.

The advantages of oral spellinn— To 
teach clearness of enundatlon ; to secure 
correct pronunciation ; to secure eorr»'Ct 
inflection; affords some advantages in 
recitation. 

Defects— Not kind of spelling used in 
sctaal life; dose not train observation 
very much ; does not impress tba Imaiie 
of the word on the brain. 

The sdTantages of written spelling are 
reverse defeetH of oral spelling, and in 
addition trains the memory by the uae of 
the hand. 

Methods in oral and written spelling 
were tlien discus"***!. 

The sahjaot of " Advam^ed Rea linn" 
waif taken up. Professor R'urk defined 
good reading to be: "Trie conveying 
in a conver«>ational tone of the mean- 
ing of the anthor in his own words." 
He was followed by a number of the 
teachera and thesobjeot WM discusae*! 
at length. 

Then the auhjert of "Penmanship" 

was next taken up. The pupil nt 
earliest entrance in schooi shoul t he^in 
to write, and after advancement, the le-- 
tera fhoiild he analysed and constant 
practice kept up. .
